He was a youiit,' man of thie 
intellect, and a ii.itural wit. He was 
a hard working lioy, aiul had many 
friend.s. Funeral services were held 
.Monday afL^nioo:), md the reiniiin.s in- 
terred at the L mcaster Cemetery, 
The grief-stricken family have the 
sympathy of every one in their great 
bereavement.
